Indictment of “Lord” Barrington

POLICE GAMBLERS

The Number of Dead Employes Not 
Yet Known, but All. Who Were 
Near the Scene Were Killed or 
Badly Injured. 


PEORIA, Oct. 3.—An awful catastrophe 
Occurred at the plant of the Corning Dis- 
tilling Co., in the extreme south end of 
the city, at just exactly 9 o'clock this 
morning, when one of the cookers in the 
mn building exploded with a deafening 
report, killing several of the employes, 
maiming many more and completely wreck- 
ine that portion of the distillery. 

Fire alarms were immediately sent in for 
the entire department. and patrol wagons 
end ambulances hurriedly summoned. For- 
. tunately, the wreckage did not take fire 

and the firenien immediately assisted the 
{ diatillery employes who had escaped in the 
4 Fesoue of their less fortunate fellow work- 
} men. 

The cooker is @@steel contrivance about. 
% feet in diarmeter and 80 feet in length, 
used in cooking the mashes. It is pre- 
* gumed a vacuum was formed and when the 

steam was turned on to cook today’s mash 

the explosion followed. 
The*cooker was hurled through the north 
' Wall of the four-story structure, a distance 
. of 260 feet. The entire north wall of the 
distillery was blown down, and the south 
and east walls were also badly damaged.

He lost $25 Wednesday night, and 
while he tried hard on borrowed money to 
retrieve his losses Thursday night, he 
failed utterly. He could “throw craps” 
with great regularity; but he failed on 
“passes” and “his point’ with a persist- 
ency that sent his borrowed coin after the 
bills that he had “dropped’’ the night be- 
fore. 

Capt. Gaffney’s experience with Patrol- 
men Timpke and Campbell was very simi- 
lar. Timpke had reason similar to Glynn's 
for pleading ignorance of the game, as he 
had lost $153 in cash and his watch. a re- 
volver and various borrowed 'sums in two 
nights’ play. But Campbell had no such 
plea, rightfully. He won nearly $200 on the 
first night, and the most clever manipula- 
tions and machinations and persuasions of 
‘the chief’’ and others running the gameé 
could not lead him to part with as much 
as & on the second night. Campbell is, 
distinctly, the pride of the “craps squad.” 
Sergts. Moloney and Myers professed the 
densest ignorance of any gambling at Ho- 
gan’s, and could not see how it was pos- 
sible for patrolmen to have taken part in 
the game. Both sergeants mairitained that 
all the men were on duty on their beats 
at all times Wednesday and Thursday 
nights. Moloney gave further testimony 
to the effect that he had never failed to 
pay at least one nightly visit to Hogan's 
in a vain search for gambling. 

Capt. Gaffney explains how it is possible 
for patrolmen, who are required to make 
frequent “calls” and report the number 
and location of the patrol box from which 
they are supposed to make their reports, 
to deceive headquarters. 

When a “call” comes in, it is registered 
automatically on a tape similar to those in 
use in market report ‘‘tickers."” But this 
registration is of the line, only, and not 
of the particular box from which the call 
comes. It is explained that it is possible 
for a patrolman to be several blocks dis- 
tant from the particular box at which he 
fe supposed to be standing, provided that 
he is still on the same “‘line’’ with that box. 

It is also possible for one patrolman to 
report for several of his fellow patrolmen, 
who may have made arrangements for him 
to do so. ~ y 

It is, imposible to call up the patrol 
boxes from the station and thus ‘verify the 
call that has come in from the patrolman. 

The etrgeants are supposed to make from 
two to four or five calls on each patrolman 
during the night. Usually, these calls are 
about two hours and a half apart. 

Capt. Gaffney says he will make every 
effort to learn whether Glenn, Campbell 
and Timpke were on theirbeats as report- 
ed during the nights when they were seen 
in Hogan's place.

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County Clerk Thomas Declared by In- 
vestigators to Be Behind

The committee appointed by the board of 
supervisors at its July meeting to investi- 
gate the office of George K. Thomas, clerk 
of St: Clair County,-Ill., has finished its re- 
port, which it presented at Belleville Satur- 
day afternoon.

At No Time in the Nation's History.

NEW YORK, Cct. 3.—George J. Gould 
has just returned to this city after having 
made a tour of investigation of what is 
popularly known as the “Gould system of 
railroads,"’ accompanied by his two elder 
sons, Kingdon Gould and Jay Gould, whom 
he ‘s diligently instructing in the mysteries 
that attend the successful administration 
of great corporate interests. 

Mr. Gould returns to the East more than 
ever an optimist, strengthened in his be- 
Hef Dy personal observation that business 
conditions throughout the country, and 
more particularly in the West and South- 
west, were never more favorable than at 
the present. That there is absolutely no 
justification for the pessimistic wave that 
Row engulfs Wall street; thaf in due course 
of time the general prosperity of the coun- 
try at large must have a refiex influence 
on all speculative trading, and that at no 
time in the history of the United States 
have general conditions for the successfw 
carrying out of great business enterprises 
been more promising than now. 

“Tt is true,”’ said Mr. Gould today, ‘“‘that 
an almost unaccountable wave of pessim- 
fem ig now overwhelming Wall street. This 
wave is erratic and .sporadic and is not 
justified by the business conditions exist- 
ing in the country at large. My own per-

SCALPING EXCURSION TICKETS. 

The question of “scalping” excursion tickets will be one 
of considerable importance to the traveling public during the 
World’s Fair. 

Whether the manipulation of the tickets for return pas- 
sage amounts to forgery under the Missouri statutes need not 
be discussed. It is difficult to perceive, however, how there 
can be any material difference between forgery of railroad 
tickets and forgery of checks or drafts. Nobody will ques- 
tion the immorality of such acts or deny that they ought to 
be brought within the law and punished. 

These practices constitute a fraud upon the public and some 
way should be formed to atop them. A traveler bamboozled 
into buying a return coupon is obliged to pay his fare or be 
ejected from the train. Either alternative is not aggeeable 
and there is, of course, no practical remedy against the 
scalper. 

A great many innocent people, with no thought of wron.. 
doing are taken in by these ticket-scalpers. Some protection 
should be afforded them.

Poetic License and the Constitution. 
Something shoulfi be done to establish 
the rights of poets under the law. It should 
he clearly determined what privileges and 
exemptions are permitted to the holder of 
a poetic license, and also in what territorial 
limits he may practice. In a general way, 
we know that the poetic license entitles 
the holder to practice the free and un- 
limited coinage of words; to transpose his 
parts of speech;.to rhyme wind with mind, 
and such lke playful assaults upon the 
language, but wo also want to know where- 
in he is bound by the ordinary laws of 
propriety in thought and expression. For 
the poet's rights and the rights of the hol 
polloi apparently do at times conflict. 

For instance, a sewing machine agent, 
Geo. Wash. Davis, who is also the holder 
of a poetic license, the number of 
which we do not now recall, has been ar- 
rested on the charge of having sent, in 
violation of the postal laws, a “‘dun,”’ writ- 
ten on a posta] card. to one of his cus- 
tomers. 

Mr. Davis’ defense is that said dun was 
written in rhyme, and he claims exemp- 
tion from punishment under the Poetic Li- 
cense Act. We have no copy of this act be- 
fore us, and doubt !f it is to be found on 
the Missouri statute books, but there must 
be some o@ationa]l measure of the kind in 
existence. At least there must be a com- 
mon law ruling on the point. 

It is a matter that should be cleared up 
without delay. Considering the qualifica- 
tions he must possess, and the rigid ex- 
amination he must undergo, before secur- 
ing such a license, the poet should be 
granted privileges, equal at least to those 
of the plutocrat who requires mo special 
training, yet who under the law is per- 
mitted to rob the public with impunity. 

Until the courts pass on this point, poets 
will be in a state of suspense that will de- 
prive the world of many goodly specimens 
of verse, and indeed may create a posi- 
tive famine in rhyme. 

Unless the courts act at once, we will not 
guarantees that there will not be riots. An 
Outraged populace will be clamoring for 
poetry at the doors of the courthouse.

WHERE LOVE IS. 


A hero so unselfish as to seem somewhat 
more than human is the shining figure 
that confronts us in ‘‘Where Love Is’’ (John 
Lane, New York), of which Mr. W. J. 
Locke, who wrote ‘“‘The Usurper’’ and “A 
Study in Shadows” is the author. 

The name of this hero is ‘Jimmie’ Pada- 


gate, and a most lovable fellow he is, even 
though his passion for self-sacrffice be- 
comes irritating at times. An itmpecun!- 
ous painter in London, with a young ward, 
the daughter of a dead comrade, whom he 
has adopted out of sheer charity, “Jimmf?’ 
is presented to us as a confirmed optimist 
who simply will not see the dark side of 
life. All is sunshine that comes to his 
net, so to speak. 

This is well, of course, and one admires 
“Jimmie's’ unfailing cheerfulness and his 
loyalty to his friends, and his willingness 
to bear their burdens—that is, one admires 
this up to a certain point. After that, 
“Jimmie” Padgate passes the limits of 
one’s endurance. 

For, say what you please, this hero of 
Mr. Locke's latest novel becomes unreal 
and therefore inartistic when he accepts 
the black disgrace that should have fallen 
upon his scoundrelly friend, Morland King, 
and ruins his own career for the purpose 
of shielding King. He does this because 
he loves Norma Hardacre, who ts about to 
become King's wife, and he wishes to save 
Norma the pain of knowing King’s infamy. 
Now, in all sincerity, men do not behave 
this way in real life. Their augel-wings 
have not sprouted to such an extent. 

“Better a dinner of herbs where love is, 
than a stalléd ox-and hatred therewith,’’ 
says one of Solomon’s proverbs, and this 
gives the keynote to Mr. Locke's plot. 
Also, at one moment, its truthfulness seeMs 
to have been recognized by Norma Hard- 
acre, who throws Morland King over and 
promises to marry “Jimmie” Padgate, poor 
as he is. But Norma is true to her luxury- 
loving soul, and at the eleventh hour she 
flees, appalled, from Padgate’s poverty 
and weds an American millionaire who acn 
her give the life for which her tempera- 
ment calls. 

Right here, too, Mr. Locke's story should 
have ended, leaving poor “Jimmie” Pada- 
gate to his loneliness and destitution, a 
consistently pathetic future. But the fool- 
ish desire for a “happy ending’’ postessed 
the author, and he fell a victim to it. In 
the very last paragraph of ‘“Where Love 
Is” the reader is given to believe that Con- 
nie Deering, a wealthy young widow who 
has loved “Jimmie” Padgate al] along, 
ultimately becomes Mrs. “Jimmie” Pad- 
gate. And, somehow, this destroys the ar- 
tistry of the story, because you can hear 
the wheels creak as the “happy ending’ 
machine brings this about. Besides, what 
becomes of the “dinner of herbs,’’ since 
Mrs. Deering that was can provide a 50 
much better dinner for “Jimmie’’ Pad- 
gate? 

But this story ts sympathetically and 
thoughtfully told, and is interesting from 
start to finish. It isn’t quite a real-life 
story, that's all. 


WEARY WOMAN. 


Ellen Olney Kirk tells a quietly fascinat- 
ing story in “Good-by, Proud World’ 
(Houghton, Miffiin & Co., Boston), of which 
a tired New York newspaper woman is the 
central figure. This woman, Mil'cent Wal- 
do by naine, falls heir to a thousand a 
year and a tranquil countryside home and 
retires from journalism with a thankful 
soul. She came into her inheritance as the 
“next of kin’’—but after a while a hand- 
some and mysterious masculine cousin who 
is the real heir turns up, and ihere we 
have the matartal, for the story’s heart 't- 
terest. There is much Celicate huner 
and some excolient characier drawing in 
this novel and one feels content with its 
reading. The plot, however, ie just a bit

To James Creelman the Primate of the 
American Hierarchy Tells of the 
Impressions Gained of the New 
Pope at the Consistory in Rome.

BALTIMORE, Oct. 3.—Behind the gray 
old Catholic Cathedral of Baltimore is a 
prim house of fawn colored stones, old- 
fashioned and demure, and there I found 
Cardinal Gibbons, fresh from the vatican— 
whither he went to assist in choosing a 
new Pope—and full of love and admiration 
of the latest successor of St. Peter. 

It is a place of peace, this dwelling of 
the primate of the American hierarchy— 
at least, it seemed so to one who regarded 
it from the street. The house was full of 
visitors—priests, laymen. women—and the 
slim, gray-haired cardinal moved swiftly 
from room to room, upstairs, downstairs 
bestowing a blessing on this one, a word 


voice and aspect, sweet smiling and ami- 
able. 

There is shrewd common sense in the lean 
face and masculine vigor in the slender 
form. And there is a ring of manly 
Americanism in all he says, for the heir 
of the Episcopal seat of John Carroll, first 
Catholic bishop of America, is as staunch 
a patriot as his famo predecessor and a 
man of simple ideal# He inherits tradi- 
tions of a time when Washington was not 
simply a stone image set on a stone col- 
umn in Baltimore, with a rusty lightning 
rod up his spine—for the sentiment of ear- 
lier American days is strong in the car- 
dinal’s house. 

When he talked of Pius X the cardinal’s 
face was radiant with enthusiasm,

“He is a man of handsome presence, 
simple and kindly in all his ways. He 
brings to his great office the strong phy- 
sique and good health of his peasant origin. 
His brow is broad and full and beautiful. 
His eyes &re large and lu®inous, and there 
is in them an expression of sincerity and 
benevolence. He is not tall, yet he carries 
himself with great dignity. His face is 
more oval than that of Pius IX. whom I 
knew well, but his features are hardly so 
handsome. His hair is very white, and his 
head is large and noble. He strikes you 
at once as a man of intellectual power, yet 
the most striking note of his personality 
is benevolence. 

“Pius X Is the vary man to lead the 

Christian world in these days. A simple, 
earnest, holy minister of God, sprung from 
the humble life that developed the apostles, 
he shows his heart in his effort to accom- 
modate all who are about him. He has 
made the people of Venice and all the 
Adriatic coast loye him. And I feel sure 
that he will make the whole world love 
him. 
“To understand the Pope's personality 
one should have seen and heard him in the 
conclave that elevated him to the chair 
of St. Peter. He made two speeches ask- 
ing the cardinals not to vote for him. In his 
last speech there were tears brimming in 
his eyes as he entreated them not to place 
so heavy a burden on his shoulders, de- 
claring that he was not strong enough to 
bear it. I saw him in his apartment the 
night before he was chosen and | found 
him downcast. He seemed to realize the 
formidable character of the great judicial 
office to which it was certain he would be 
elected and his own lack of experience in 
the affairs of the world at large. The pros- 
pect saddened him. I saw him evnen he 
had assumed power,,and he was full of 
courage and hope, but as humble fn spirit 
as ever. He showed a deep and affection- 
ate interest in America. 


He Knows 

the Plain People. 

“The cause of Chrirstian democracy is 
safe in the hands of Pius X. He knows 
the plain people, for he is of them, knows 
their necessities and problems. But, above 
all, he will labor for their spiritual salva- 
tion while he lives. 

“The Pope speaks no language but Ital- 
jan and Latin. He is now learning French, 
as that tongue is a necessity of his office. 
A French cardinal, hearing that he was 
ignorant of French, said to him: 

“‘Why, then, you can never become 
pope.’ “Thank God for that,’ was the reply, 
for I will be saved from the ordeal.’

CHAMBERLAIN IS OUT FOR 
PROTECTIVE TARIFF POLICY 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—‘‘Every other nation 
and all our own self-governing colonies 
have refused to accept*the gospel of Cob- 
den, and yet, although they ought, ac- 
cording to its dogmas, to be im the last 
atage of depression and decline, they have 
grown during the last 20 years in wealth, 
population ‘and trade, and in everything 
that goes to make up the greatness of a 
nation.” 

That is the keynote of Joseph Chamber- 
lain's manifesto, which will be published 
Oct. 5 in the form of a preface to a shill- 
ing pamphlet, entitled ‘‘Mr. Chamberlain's 
Proposals: What They Mean and What We 
Shall Gain by Them,”’ by C. A. Vince, sec- 
retary to Mr. Chamberlain's tariff organi- 
zation. In view of the vigor with which 
the war of pamphleteers has again come 
in vogue in English politics, the publisher 
has appropriately given Mr. Chamberlain's 
pronouncement deep red covers, in signifi- 
eant contrast with the undecided* blue-gray 
of Premier Balfour's academic treaties on 
the fiscal question. 

Mr. Chamberlain does not mince matters. 

With characteristic aggression he carries 
the war into the enemy's camp. 
“Those who matintain,”’ he writes. “in a 
spirit of blind obscurantism, the absolute 
inspiration of an antiquated doctrine will 
have much to, explain.’’ His remarks are 
addressed to ‘‘men of all political opinions. 
since the questions now raised are not nec- 
essarily matters of party politics, nor in- 
deed, is it lifkely that the issues will be 
ultimately decided on strictly party lnes.”’ 
He began by saying: “It is difficult to 
believe that the results of the investigation 
will not convince every impartial man of 
the necessity for some reconstruction of 
the system which has remained stationary 
and unaltered for more than half a cen- 
tury while every other policy has been 
modified and adapted to meet modern re- 
quirements.”’ 


New Problems 


Have Arisen. 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain points out 
that the property of the working classes 
has increased in greater proportion in the 
protected countries than in the united king- 
dom and says: 

‘Free trade, if it had ever existed, might 


have secured for’us all that its promo 
promised; but free importa wit out. ro 
trade have braught us face to face with 
problems which never entered into ob- 
den's calculations.

He Appears Before the Public in an 
Altogether New Role 
This Time. 


CHILDREN ARE. WITH HIM 


His Experience in Seeking a Wife 
Seems to Have Soured His Dis- 
» position and He Shoots at 
a Neighbor. 


Special to the Post-Dispatca. 

MEXICO, Mo., Oct. 3—Uniess Gottleib 
Winzer decides to give a $250, peace bond 
he will, for 90 days at least, retire from 
the glare of the public calcium in which 
he has stood for the past year. With his 
two children, a girl of 6 and a boy of 6, 
he is locked up in the county jail for a 
breach of the peace which consisted in 
taking a shot at a neighbor against whom 
he has had a grudge for some time. 

Mr. Winzer, who is a stolid German, 
with almost no knowledge of the English 
language, first stepped into the center of 
the line and stopped in the place where 
the caicium shines “by butchering hogs on 
a Sunday.”’ 

Of course, under a pressure of circum- 
stances—the pork barrel being empty and 
there being no other meat available—the 
good citizens of this vicinity would not 
have seriously objected to Winser killing 
a hog on Sunday any more than they 
would have objected to his killing a chick- 
en. But that was not the situation. 

Mr. Winzer’s farm house stands direct- 
ly across the pike from a little country 
church. The church members are quite 
numerous and there is always a good von- 
Bregation. It became Winzer's habit to do 
his hog-killing on Sundays just when ser- 
vices were being held in the churea, and 
the squealing of the porkers and sight 
of the blood was not in strict accord with 
Uhe atmosphere of the day and occasion. 
Mr. Winzer also had a habit of saving 
other work for the Sabbath day and fre- 
quently would be drawing in hay or grain 
during church service. The result was 
that the members of the congregation 
brought the matter before the grandjury, 
which promptly indjcted him, and Mr. 
Winzer was given a jail sentence therefor, 
but paroled during good behavior. 

The conviction attracted the attention of 
“free thinking’’ periodicals in the East. 
They took the matter up and illustrated it 
in such @ way that it was not long until 
Winzer found himself a character whose 
reputation was not limited to the bounds 
of any state. 


Winzer Advertised 
for a Wife. 


About this time Winzer'’s wife sickened 
and died and left him with two mother- 
less children, a boy and a girl, aged 5 and 
6. 

After a few months had elapsed Winzer 
concluded that it’ was necessary for him 
to get himself another helpmeet—one that 
could share his fortunes and misfortunes, 
and be a mother to his motherless chil- 
dren. 


He came to town and put this “‘ad’’ for 
a wife in the local press: 

““‘Wanted—A middle-aged German wom- 
an for wife. Apply at this office. G. Win- 
zer.”’ 

As Winzer was now a widely known 
character, the local correspondents of the 
metropolitan press were not slow in send- 
ing it out, and in a few hours it was 
flashed over the wires that “‘Winzer, the 
German farmer convicted of working his 
farm on Sunday, had advertised for a 
wife.’’ 

The metropolitan press soon carried the 
“ad’’ to something less than 70,000,000 of 
people, as nearly all the papers in the 
United States seemed to have printed the 
item. 

Letters from maids and widows begun 
to pour into the Mexico postoffice from 
nearly all the states and territories. It 
was necessary for Winzer to employ an 
assistant to help read and answer his let- 
ters. Bome of the epistles were never read 
at all by the wife hunter. 

Mr. Winzer agreed to pay the expenses 
of any candidates for matrimony who 
would come to Mexico and visit his farm

His inability to secure a wife seems to 
have had a maddefilng effect upon Winzer, 
for the Milwaukee widow had hardly 
r her home when Winzer wae be- 
fore the public in a new role. 

Valentine Erdel came to town and told 
Prosecuting Attorney Bicgley that Winzer 
had shot him with the intention of killing 
him.

The Former’s Attempt to Keep Back 
Rough Riders in 1898 Never 
Forgotten. 


POST UNTENABLE WITH YOUNG. 


By Acceptance of Department Com- 
mand General Hopes to Rule the 
Army Five Months. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The scrap-heaps 
of political and military gossips were care- 
fully examined today for clews concerning 
the expected obliteration of Gen. H. C. 
Corbin as supreme dictator of the army. 
Almost forgotten incidents are being re- 
vived, history reconstructed and signs in- 
terpreted to furnigh a solution. Only by 
taking a number of slender threads and 
combining them into an aggregate do these 
efforts meet with even meager reward. 

While the friends of Gen. Corbin stoutly 
maintain that his assignment to command 
the department of the east is a promotion, 
and that the transfer was made at this re- 
quest, there are few who are not convinced 
that President Roosevelt took arbitrary ac- 
tion to break the power of the long-con- 
trolling army clique headed by Corbin, 
There was no course open to Gen. Corbin 
but enraptured acquiescence in the Presi- 
dent’s program. Any other would have de- 
stroyed this last chance to realize his ambi- 
tion and actually become the head of the 
army. 

On April 14, 1906, when Gen. Chaffee 
retires for age, Mr. Roosevelt may not 
be President; if he is, the lapse of more 
than three years may have softened his 
dislike for Corbin. He may then give 
Corbin the five months of highest rank 
as chief of staff, which he desires. In 
any event, this is Corbin’s only chance. 
When the time comes Corbin will have 
the advantage of three years in actual 
command of a military department in- 
Stead of not being a mere clerk, as his 


previous and present duties make him. 

For two months it has been an open 

secret that Gen. Corbin was dissatisfied 
with his position at the war department. 
When the general staff law became op- 
erative, Aug. 15, his situation was al- 
most untenable. 
Shorn of his authority and made a sub- 
ordinate of Gen. Young, whom he had 
brought from obscurity to a high place, 
Corbin fretted and grew restless. Gen. 
pA era after he had acquired the acme 
of military ambition, intimated that he 
preferred an assistant as chief of staff 
other than Gen. Corbin. This added to 
the feeling of disgruntlement already 
taking deep hold on Corbin. Finally, 
when Gen. Corbin became convinced 
that his power as adjutant general had 
departed and that the position was only 
that of a clerk, and when he realized 
that Gen. Young could not be dominated 
by him, he gladly welcomed the sugges- 
tion that he take command of a depart- 
ment and retire from a situation that 
only presented possibilities of added 
mortification and discomfiture. 

It is not denied that Young and other 
officers of the general staff Fait the fur- 
ther presence of Corbin an embarrassment. 
For years prior to Aug. 16 all those seek- 
ing favors in the army have applied to 
Corbin. Since Aug. 15 Corbin has c.urned 
all communications of this character over 
Young, writing his correspondents 
that he was no longer in a position to 
| here such favors. After many years of 
ictatorship this became unbearable.

HER MOVES PHOTOGRAPHED 


Needles Thrust Into Her Arms Prove 
That She Was Unconscious of 
What She Was Doing.

PARIS, Oct. 3—Gabrielle Bompard, the 
young, pretty murderess recently pardoned 
from prison, was the central figure this 
|week in a drama, in which she appeared, 
under peculiar circumstances, in the pres- 
ence of some of the leading men of France. 
The play was nothing’ else than the re- 


enacting of the tragedy in which she as- 
sisted Byraud to strangle Gouffe, her lov- 
er of the moment, in order to get the 
money on his person. And that she might 
make her part in the murder strictly true 
to details, she was hypnotized. 

The terrible reconstructing of a crime at 
which the whole world once shuddered, 
was done in the studio of SBoyers, a 
popular photographer of the Boulevards.

I never saw him 
before I stood up in fromt of him, and saw 
distinctly Byraud approach him from be- 
hind the portiere, with his hands like a 
huge ourang-outang, gripping his throat 
and strangling him before my eyes. The 
prosecutor of the republic would not per- 
mit the doctor making the autopgy to tes- 
tify that Gouffe was not strangled with he 
cord of my wrapper, but with the naked 
hand. 

“Really, when Eyraud gripped his throat 
in his ape-like hands Gouffe was like a 
condemned man in the garrote.

BEING SLANDERED 


Tells Post-Dispatch He Would Be 
Sorry He Came Here but for 
Children. 


ARMOUR CASE NOT A FAILURE 


Shows Letter in Which It Is Noted 
That She Would Go Soon to 
Dancing School.

VIENNA, Oct. 3.—Dr. Lorenz, seen today 

by the Post-Dispatch correspondent re- 
specting his American patients, made this 
further statement: 

“1 am sick of being slandered, and if it 

were not for the dear little children I bene- 
fited I would repent ever having crossed 
the Atlantic. The false assertion that the 
operation on Lolita Armour was a fallure 
was first started when I made my second 
visit to America. 
“I was first called to Mr. Armour’s child 
last October. I found the case a very diffi- 
cult one. The little girl had been operated 
upon by a doctor who said he was well ac- 
quainted with the Lorenz method. The 
truth was that ten years ago, before I 
myself dreamed of my present method, this 
doctor had been five minutes in my oper- 
ating room. 


The Case Was 
Most Difficult. 


“A case treated like this is ten times 
as difficult as one on which nothing has 
been done. Still, I performed the opera- 
tion and Lolita went about with a plaster 
cast about both hips. 

“It was arranged that I should go back 
to America in April, when it would be time 
to remove the cast. In April I stayed on 
Michigan avenue, Chicago. I was happy to 
see the child quite cured. 

“It was arranged before my sailing for 
Europe that I should go to Beach Bluff to 
see Lolita again. But the child took the 
measles, her seaside journey was delayed 
and I returned’to New York, where I found 
& message saying: 

‘“*l am very sorry Lolita could not seé 
you before you left, she now is quite re- 
covered and expects to go East in a few 
days. She walks really very well. All are 
delighted with the progress made since you 
last saw her.’ 

“Lolita sent four enormous baskets of 
delicious fruit for my voyage. On arriving 
in Europe I wrote to thank her, and said, 
as 1 could not eat all the fruit, 1 gave some 
of it to the chiidren on board. Lolita made 
her nurse answer: 

‘She says ask you what the little girls 
looked like. She does not want you to have 
too good times with other little girls.’ 
“Mre..Armour was interviewed in Europe 
several times as to the alleged failure of 
the operation, and emphatically denied it 
each time. 

“The last letter I had from the Armours, 
dated Sept. 7, said: 

“ ‘Lolita is very happy and is going to 
dancing school soon. She sends lots of 
love.’ ”’ 

Dr. Lorenz also showed a letter from 
Mrs. Moson of Monroe avenue, Chicago, 
whose little girl, Belle, was operated on 
at the same time. The letter says: 

“Belle .has been walking for a month. 
Every day we see improvement. The debt 
of gratitude is greater than words can ever 
express.”’ 

A letter from Dr. Gaudet of New Or- 
leans, dated Sept. 10, thanks Dr. Lorenz 
for saving his little nephew, Ameda Gau- 
det, and speaks of the marvelous success 
of the operation and the gratification of the 
medical profession over eight cases in 
which the plaster casts had been removed. 

Dr. Lorenz operated on no cases of chil- 

dren in New York or Chicago during his 
second visit, which proved failures. 
“Dr. Gibney was not my associate,’ he 
says, “but is a doctor who, against my ad- 
vice, operated on one girl of 15. I lost pa- 
tients over ten years when I first tried the 
method. I think others should profit by 
sad experience, 

“I do not belleve Gibney ever said Lolita 
could not walk.’’ 


TITLES WITH AG 
WHILE YOU WAIT 


Great Number of Georgian Princes 
Roused Czar’s Curiosity and De- 
veloped Bold Industry.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 3—A manufac- 
tory of ready-made princes has been dis- 
covered by the Czar. 

This nest of royalty was not the nursery 
of heirs to the throne for which his majes- 
ty of all the Russias has made so many 
preparations. It was found in the province 
of Georgia, ravaged for ages because of 
its women’s beauty, now dishonored be- 
cause its men are falsely ambitious. Aris- 
tocrats here are surprised to learn that in 
Kutais, across the Caucasus, a mill that 
grinds out princes has been in operation. 
Some of them may arrive in America 
ready to exchange their hand-made titles 
for an American wife with wealth. 

The court circle is alarmed at the arrest 
of a well organized band, whose members 
have been carrying on a lucrative business 
by supplying numerous pergons with an- 
cient titles.
